ment, the school authorities and 
the different P.-T. A. organizations 
of the county. 
The clinic opened yesterday with 
Dr. Gallant in attendance. Long be­ 
fore the doctor and assisting nurses 
were ready to begin the work, the 
waiting room had been filled with 
crippled children, mostly Mexicans, 
who showed the effects of infantile 
paralysis. 
Both Dr. Gallant and Dr. Schott 
have volunteered their services to 
the Crippled Children’s Relief As 
sociation entirely free of charge, a 
fact which is greatly appreciated 
by 
the 
different 
organizations 
which have worked for the esta b­ 
lishment of the clinic. 
Co-operat­ 
ing with the specia lists in charge 
of the clinic are the physicians and 
surgeons in the county, who as a 
body have volunteered their ser­ 
vices to the cause. 
In turn, the 
board of supervisors, on the recom­ 
mendation of Dr. V. G. Presson, 
county health officer, and Dr. Har­ 
ry E. kaiser, superintendent of Or­ 
ange County hospital, have appro­ 
priated a certain amount for the 
purchase of necessary orthopedic 
instruments, braces, etc., as may be 
prescribed by the doctors. 
The clinic has been established 
in the hope that it will make pos­ 
sible the treatment, and as near 
cure as possible, of that large per­ 
centage of children, who, because 
of indigence of parents, would oth­ 
erwise be deprived of medical a t­ 
tention. Dr. Zaiser declared.
